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1 .Applicant's election of Group I, claims 1-9 and 13-18 in Paper No. 11 is 
acknowledged. Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the 
supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an 
election without traverse (MPEP § 818.03(a)). 

Applicant is requested to cancel the non-elected claims in response to this office 
action to expedite prosecution of the case. 

2. According to Rule 126, claims 23-27 have been renumbered as 22-26, since 
original claim 22 was cancelled. At any rate, these claims have been held as non- 
elected as per the conversation with Mr. Randall in the interview summary of October 
15, 2003, a copy of which is attached to this action. In the interview, Mr. Randall 
elected Group I, claims 1-9 and 13-18 for prosecution, with claims 10-12, 19-21 and 23- 
26 being non-elected. 

3. Claim 18 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 18, line 5, "the inner edge" lacks antecedent basis and support for the inner edge 
should be set forth earlier in the claim. 

4. Claims 1-10 and 13-17 are considered to be allowable over the prior art of 
record in that such art does not disclose, teach or suggest the overall aspects of 
molding a lens using a gasket with an upper inner edge and lower inner edge which 
both extend in a radially inner direction around the inner surface of the gasket, the 
upper inner edge supporting a back mold and the lower inner edge having an upper

surface which is spaced from the upper inner edge and which removably seals and 
holds in position within the gasket a front mold, the space between the upper inner edge 
and the upper surface of the lower inner edge forming a mold cavity between the front 
and back molds. Claim 18 would be allowable upon obviation of the 112 rejection for 
the above noted reasons.
